Allowable Subject Matter 

This Office Action is in response to applicant's communication of 3/22/201 1. Currently 
amended claims 1, 4-10, 12-28, 115-116, 132, and 138 are pending and in condition for 
allowance. See below. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims in this apphcation have been allowed because the prior art of record fails to 
disclose either singly or in combination the claimed apparatus of a deflectable catheter with "a 
tendon disposed within a first lumen of said catheter shaft, said tendon being approximately 
centrally located within said catheter shaft along an entire length of said catheter proximal 
section and said first lumen located off-center of said catheter shaft at said catheter distal section, 
wherein deflection of the tendon deflects said catheter distal section without modifying the 
catheter distal section length. . ." and a needle being located off-center within said catheter shaft 
and centrally located within said catheter shaft at said catheter distal section. 

The system including these specifics have not been found in the prior art of record. 

The closest prior art references are Fritzsch (U.S. Patent 5,441,499) and Webster (U.S. 
Patent 6,123,699), however each fails to disclose this tendon lumen and needle conflguration as 
specified in the applicants claims (see remarks of 3/22/201 1 fiirther at pages 10-12 for 
distinctions)
